Mr. Scoville wrote: "I believe that it is highly desiragle to effect at the earliest 
possible date a clear cut delineation between the command and policy channels of 

the two major activities involved. While there can be a mutual interchange of 
technical assistance, I am convinced that it is highly desirable that both these units 
begin to operate on their own. To this effect I desire that 18 June 1962 be the date 
on which separate command channels should be activated. Thus, it is expected that 

on that date air support activities will report to the pp/P while the redesignated 
Office of Special Activities will report to the DD/R." 
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
